VV dF aonen ſaidſeverall perſons,or any other thatthe 
Committee for the I:litia of: Lomdon ſhall 
adde, who are hereby inabled thereunto, upon notice 


even 
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given them by the ColleQors or any of them, of 
the laſt Subſidies*, for foure hundred thouſand 
pounds, and of the weekely Afﬀeſments or any Fif- 
reencs heretofore granted by the Common-Coun- 
cell of the Citie of London, who are hereby requi- 
red upon the requeſtof the perſons above named to 
give notice thereof accordingly, what perſons with- 
in their ſeverall Wards, or Precincts have refuſed, 
or neglected to pay their ſaid Subſidies, Weekely 
Aſleflements, and Fifteencs; And what the ſaid 
Arrerages are, and upon notice alſo given to the 
Perſons above named, by the Treaſurors appoin- 
ted to receive the monies brought in upon the late 
Ordinance of the 18, of Azevuſt laſt, or! by any of 
the Common-Councell men of any Ward, what 
Arrerages are due thereupon, and from whom, (who 
are alſo required hereby upon the requeſt of the Per- 
{ons above named to give notice thereof according- 
ly) ſhall together with the ſaid Collectors of each 
{everall Ward, or any of them, forthwith repaire 
ro the ſeverall Perſons ſo in Arreare, or to the uſu- 
all places of their abode. And if upon demand 
thereof made, ſuch perſons ſhall negled or refuſe to 
ay the {aid weekely Aﬀefſements, Subſidies or the 
aid Fifreenes, to the ſaid Colleftors or any of them; 
And ſhallnegled or refuſe forthwith to pay the Ar- 
rerages due upon the ſaid late Ordinance of the 
eighteenth of Aveuſt, to the Treaſurors appointed 
for that purpoſe ; 'That then ir ſhall and. may. bee 
lawfull to and for the perſons 'above named, in the 


preſence of the ſaid Collectors, or any of them, "

And alſo appraiſed by ſuch Perſons as ſhal be for thar 
purpoſe appointed, by William Rowell, Richard Wil- 
det, Henry Cole, Richard Everet , Robert Doleman, 
Stocke, Thomas Vincent , and John Bret, 
. oranytwo of them, who are hereby appointed a 

Committee to fit at Greſham Colledge, to receive the 
{aid Inventories, and Goods fo appraiſed ; Which 
{aid Inventories are to be ſubſcribed by the perfons 
hereby appointed to diftreine , "together with the 
Conſtables or Colle&ors that ſhall be preſent at rhe 
diſtreſſe. And in cafe neither the perſons whoſe 
-goods ſhall bee ſeized, or diſtreyned, nor any in his 
behalfe doe within three dayes after ſeiſure, redeeme 
the ſame, as they ſhall be appraiſed, Then the ſaid 
Committee or any two of them, ro Uell the ſame
